WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—The senate 


labor committee's report on the great 
steel strike made public today, embod- 
ies the most scathing indictment of 
the relations between capital and labor 
that has fallen from the pen of states- 
men In years. 


Declaring that the real victim in all 


industrial disputes is the public and 
that "it is not to the credit of our na- 
tion that no way has been devised to 
settle these disputes outside of strikes, 
the committee goes beyond the strict 
limits of the duties imposed upon it 
by the senate and proposes the es- 
tablishment of a federal 
industrial 


committee with large powers of com- 
pulsory investigation and of media- 
tion, conciliation and recommendation. 


Furthermore, asserting that a large 


percentage of the strikers are foreign- 
ers and Illiterates the proposition is 
made that the good among them be 
educated, assisted in the purchase of 
homes and otherwise encouraged while 
"those who come'for the purpose of 
stirring up trouble against the United 
States and attempting to undermine it 
and overthrow it, should be escorted 
to the water edge and shipped back 
to the land from whence they came." 


"If the laws are not now sufficient," 


says the report, to "deport such char- 
acters, congress should immediately 
enact laws covering this serious situ- 
ation."
